Had he been the sire of .in ordma- 
r} man he would h ive escaped, ioi 
as he fell "the death rattle sounded 
in Alexander's throat" A contest 
almost as painful in its way occurred 
on the 7th inst, at the town of 
Quancoek, Virginia. Two young 
ladies, Miss Louisa Wise and Miss 
Mai garet Downing, quarrelled at a 
dance the previous evening oyei the 
attentions paid to Miss Wise b\ 
Mi Benjamin Young Mi«s Down- 
ing fell down in the ball room in a 
kind of epileptic fit 
The 
next 


morning she wrote a note to Miss 
\Visc, asking her to call at her 
house. Mi-s Downing was sitting 
pensiveK near a stove, hei head 
it-sting on IICT hand. On seeing 
Miss Wise she rushed at hei witli a 
club and followed her into a yard 
Miss Wise picked up a pitch fork 
and expressed a wish to fight it out 
Tlie two accordingly fought until 
thes both dropped to the ground in- 
&on=ible. Medical assistance \\as at 
oncp prouired, when it vis found 
that Miss Downing had received 
foarteen wounds from the pik-hfork 
and Miss Wise was shockingly 
bruised and beaten about the head.

Death of Hon. Henry B. Durfee. 


Another active citizen of Decatur lias 


gone to his long home; at half past eight 
o'clock this morning Henry B. Durfee 
passed calmly and peacefully away, after 
an illness of a fortnight's duration. 
When he was first attacked with pneumo- 
nia it was not thought serious, but a few 
days developed alarming symptoms, and 
for ien days past his Mends have feared 
the worst. 'He was rational to the last 
moment, and was perfectly resigned to 
the fate which he knew was in store for 
him. 


Henry Brightman Durfee was born in 


Washington county, Ohio, March 26th, 
1830, and during the same year lost nig 
father, his mother only'living four years 
afterwards. 
He was descended from 


English stock, his ancestor, Thomas Dur- 
fee, having emigrated to the colony of 
Massachusetts Bay in 1060, settling at 
Fall River, where many of his descend- 
ants sUll reside. Benjamin, the 5th son 
of Thomas Durfee, was the.immediate 
progenitor of the subject of this sketch, 
his son, Hon. Thomas Dnrfee, being the 
great-grandfather of the man whose death 
Decalur mourns. 
Col. Joseph Durfee, 


the grandfather of* the late Henry B. Dur- 
fee, was born in 1750, and died at Fall 
River in 1841. 
He was a man of great 


force of character, who was closely iden- 
tified with the industries of Fall Kivcr, 
and possessed .many of the traits which 
distinguished his grandson. The son of 
this patriarch, GardnerDurfce, who was 
born in 1775, removed to the then wilder- 
ness of Ohio a year or two before the 
birth of his son Henry Ii., auJ as above 
stated, died shortly afterwanl, leaving a 
large family to struggle with the problem 
of life in a new country. 


After the death of his parent?, the sub- 


ject of this sketch resided with an elder 
sister, and at an early age began to devel- 
op those remarkable traits of character 
which were so noticeable in afterlife. He 
was, emphatically, the architect of his 
own fortune, educating himself by his 
own efforts, and working his way up from 
poverty and obscurity to a position of 
influence arid usefulness in the world. 


He taught school in his early days, and 


read law duriag his spare moments. It is 
not generally known that he was admit- 
ted to the bar while residing in his native 
state, but such is the fact. However, he 
never practiced the profession, preletring 
to work at the mechanical trade which 
he had learned—that of a cabinet rpaker— 
and at which he excelled. 


In the year 1849 Mr. Durfee turned his 


steps westward, to make a home for him- 
sell and his young wile. 
He reached 


Decatur the same year, where he soon 
became closely identified with the inler- 
esls of Ihe young city. He had the misfor- 
tune to lose his wife soon afterwards, and 
he has told the writefof this sketch how 
he look their infant daughter in his arms 
and carried her back to Ohio, only to see 
her die shortly afterwards. He returned 
to Deontur, and resumed the active life 
he had begun, and about twenty-five 
years ago married his present estimable 
wife, who was a Miss Lucretia Busby, of 
Marion, Ohio. His history since that time 
is but the history of Decalur and Macon 
county. He has been identified with erery 
interest that has promised to benefit the 
town and countiy. He was a member oj 
the city council as long ago as 1857, und 
wns ulso a member of the first board of 
supervisors after 
the county adopted 


township organization, serving as presi- 
dent of the board—a position to which he 
w»s frequently chosen afierwards. Dur- 
ing Ihe administration of Gov. Oglesby, 
when the slate board of equalization was 
instituted, Mr. Durfee was appointed as 
the member for this district, and was 
afterwards elected lo serve one term.— 
Mr. Durfee was a member of the city 
council in 1875 and 1870, and was again 
elected in 1878, his term expiring since he 
was taken sick. Mr. Durfee has always 
taken an active interest In everything 
pertaining to free schools, and has been a 
member of the board of education almost 
continuously for fifteen years past. 


Mr. Durfee leaves a widow and five 


children—three sons and two daughters. 


It is hardly necessary that we should 


attempt an analysis of Mr. Durfee's char- 
acter. He was known to all our people, 
and as he wore bis heart upon his sleeve, 
everybody could judge him. 
But it is 


not inappropriate to say lhat in his death 
Decatur has lost one of her most public- 
spirited and useful citizens, his family a 
most thoughtful and kind protector, and 
the community one whose impulses and 
efforts were always in favor of the public 
good. He was firm and constant in his 
friendships, generous to a fault, and al- 
ways ready to lend a helping hand to 
those who were struggling to get on in the 
world. He was a palriotic citizen —an 
honest man,
